Black River on the Mofquito fhore, an advice boat came ap 
from the Bay, with certain intelligence, that the Spahiards 
had, on the rsth of September, taken poffeffion of St 
George’s Key, having a number of armed petitaguas, and 
about 600 men. On this notice, having collected 60 In- 
- diars, and inlilted fome volunteers onthe thore, we failed in 
the Porcupine flo 
relief and re-eftablifhment of the bay-men. Ca the eveniag 
of our departure from Black River, we fell in with Comma- 
dore Luttrel in the Charon, accompanied by the Lowettoite 
and Pomona frigates, when we were informed that_ St 
George’s Key had been retaken by nis Majeity’s armed 
fehooner Racehorfe, and that the remaining inhabitants, 
with their flaves, had retired to Truxillo and Rattan. L in- 
tended to have confulted the Bay-men on re-fettlin Hon- 
duras, when I was informed, that his Majzy’s thips had 
been at the Gulph of Dulcc-.o»4.-not—Gading the Regi- 
Linw thine there had pracceded co St Gesphole-de Omoa, 
where they difcovered them : that-they had enteréd the Bay, 
where fome thot were t&changed between them and the fort, 
but nat having a fuificient land force to attack on thore, 
they were obliged to Itave it.

Your Lordftip will pardon my mentioning an inftante of 
au elevated mind in a Britith Tar, which amazed. the Spa- 
mards, and gave them a very high idea f Englith valour : 
Not contented with one citlafs, he had fcrambled up the 
walls with two 3 and meeting a Spanith officer without arms, 
who had been roufed out of his flecp, had the generolity not

I have the pleafure to inform your Lordhhip, that the 
great.ft harmony has fubfitted between the fea and land for- 


ces desing the whole of this expedition ; and that Commo- : 


dore Luttrel and the eaptains of ‘the navy haye, on every 
occaliou, made the greateit exertions,to forward the fervice 
on thore’; ‘and all underwent the mot fevere fatigue, in this 
hot climate, with uncommon alacrity. 

OF this fortification your Lordthip will judge of the ims 
portance, from the incredible expence the Crowu of Spain 
has been at in erecting it ; as she flone of which it is built 
is raifed out of the fea, and brought twenty leagues. 

The outworks ate not finithed, notwithflanding they have 
conftantly employed 1000 men at work for twenty years. 
It is the key to the Bay of Honduras, and where the regi- 
iter thips and treafures are {ent to’ fromt Guatimala in time 
of war. The marning of our arrival the treafure was con- 
veyed into the country, fo whdt we have found in the mili- 
tary chett, and what belonged to the public, does not ex- 
ceed 8000 piaftres, but the regifter fhips mult be very valu 
able, if they arrive in fafety ia. England. 

I fend thefe difpatches, with the colours of Omoa, and 
alfo plans of the tortiticationy by Lieutenant Cardan of the 
Goth regiment, who I_aygpinted,to-a& as Captain of artil- 
lery and Engineer to this expedition, aod humbly beg he 
may be permitted to lay them athis Majefty’s feet. His 
merit and activity in forwarding the works during the expe- 
ditien, contributed to the reduétion of this’ important for- 
trefs: and [ folicit your Lordhip will recommend him fo 
his Majeity’s protection, Your Lerdhip will find him in- 
telligent relative to the Mofquito fhiore, and the ftate of this 
country. I alfo take the liberty of mentioning Lieutenant 


- Wightman of the marines, who aéted as my Aid de Camp, 


to be recommended to Lord Sandwich. This gentleman 
was wounded in reconnoitring the ditch the evening before 
it was ftormed.
